Nylstroom, on whieh he will live with 
his wives and personal attendants, and 
enley reasonable liberty on 
anee of $2500 per annum,

As Jone ago as 1887 Dinizulu was ar 
rested aud tried for high treason, and 
sentenced to death. The sentence wag 
commuted, however, to imprisonment 
for ten years at St. Helena, where he 
spent his time in learning Knglish 

Aulul ind was annexed to Natal, and 
Dinizulu was released, in 07. He 
had been deprived of the position of 
paramount chief, the colony binding 
itself to pay him a vearly salary of 
$2,500, “not to be withdrawn without 
the approval of the Secretary of 
State.” 

Tn 1905 and 1906 
state of considerable alarm, owing to 
the disquiet among the Zulus, a strong 
expedition finally being sent to quell 
a serious rising. Dinizulu was arrest- 
ed, and after months in custody waa 
brought up for trial in) November, 
194, on several counts. The trial last. 
ed till March of last year, and cost 
the crown $50,000. Dinizulu was found 
guilty of harboring rebels, and sen- 
tenced to four years imprisonment.

Canada's Earliest Attempt Was In the 


Year 1785 In Montreal. 


The club idea has secured a firm 
hold on Canada, evidenced for exam- 
ple, in the apartment house, that 
grotesquely new and picturesque phe: 
nomenon of Canadian town — life. 
Montreal, Torontosand Winnipeg have 
their millionaire clubs—exclusive re- 
sorts of the nouveaux riches; every 


hamlet in the land has some sort of ; 
“nassocintion,” athletic, literary, scien. | 


tifie; about them nothing gilded. This 
club life of Canada is a matter of 
one hundred and twenty-five years. 
The first social club of this country 
came into existence in the year 1875 
at Montreal, although there does not 
seem on the face of it any good rea. 
son why, before that time, a few good 
fellows could not get together, string 
out a few rules, and call themselves— 
what? Very likely the explanation is 
just thie: No common motive happen- 
ed to inspire them to unite. Neces- 
sity created the first club. In 1753, 


_the Northwest Fur Co. began to send 


trappers out into the wilds, determin- 
ed that they would smash the “Great 
Monopoly.” the Hudson Bay Co., 
which had got a royal charter three 
years before, Now it required a lot 
of scheming to combat the wily Lords 
of the North. The new traders in pelts 


| found that their plans kept them up 0’

nights. So, sensible men, 
of them decided to organize. 
appropriately they styled themselves 
“The Beavers” of the Beaver Club, 
and with admirable aptitude adopted 
as their motto “Fortitude in Diffieul- 
ties.”
